W a s iiin c to n , January 20ih.—In its re­ 
port upon the donate bill to provide for the 
admission of W ashington Territory as a 
State of the Union,The H ouse com m ittee 
on Territories says the vote cast at the last 
election in that portion of Idaho which the 
hill proposed to add to the new State was 
4,64<>. which represents a population of 
21.Soil. 
Adding this to the population of 
W ashington, the new State will come into 
the Union with l!»7.0i>5 people, or 25,001) 
inore than the established unit o f repre­ 
sentation. 
The com m ittee is of the opin­ 
ion that W ashington Territory has all the 
elem ents o f wealth, intelligence and local 
developm ent in every particular to enable 
her people to successfully establish and 
m aintain a State governm ent. 
The com m ittee fakes up the claim of 
M ontana for adm ission to the Union, and 
after show ing that the population at the 
last election was 150,472, says it would 
seem thal Montana contains a larger popu­ 
lation than the ratio of representation in 
Congress. Copious quotations are made 
from the Governor’s recent message, ex ­ 
hibiting the financial condition of the Ter­ 
ritory, its vast natural resources, and heavy 
exports o f mineral and annual product. 
The com m ittee then recommends that the 
original Senate bill, which provided for the 
adm ission of W ashington Territory with a 
portion o f Idaho added, be so amended 
so 
as 
to 
include 
the 
Territory 
of 
Montana, 
and 
that 
the 
Constitutions 
of the proposed 
Slates of W ashington 
ami Montana be submitted to Congress in ­ 
stead of to the President, as provided in the 
Senate bill. Another am endm ent proposed 
to the bill is th “requirement that the Con­ 
stitutions of the new States shall include 
a provision forbidding polygam ous associa­ 
tion or cohabitation within their jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Chairman H ill, however, excepts to 
this last am endm ent in the m inority report, 
in which ho says he dissents from the 
majority of the com m ittee in requiring any 
religions test whatever in the formation of 
a Constitution for a Slate in the Union, or 
im posing any conditions whatever except 
that the State Constitutions shall be repub­ 
lican in form, and conform to the pro­ 
visions of the Constitution o f the United 
States.

REGULATION BY THE SHIPPER. 


In a very large measure the discussion 
o f the interstate commerce bill, which re­ 
cently passed the Senate, has dealt with 
the provisions of the hill. 
The measure 
is, however, largely experimental. 
To 
realize its gravity, it must l>e remembered 
that it is the first bill of a series in a new 
realm of legislative control, 
legislation 
having entered a new field, it is far more 
important to inquire into the foundation 
upon which it rests, and the natural tend­ 
encies of legislation in this direction, than 
to deal simply with the experimental pro­ 
visions of an experimental law. 
By the 
pa-sage of this Act the Congress of the 
United States declares, first, that it is 
vithin the constitutional powers of that 
body to adjust, bv statutory provision, the 
relation between shipper and carrier, and 
to determine the rate at which the carrier 
shall serve the shipper ; and, second, it de­ 
clares in favor of the expediency of such 
regulation. 
The bill, therefore, inaugu­ 
rates an era of statutory regulation of fares 
and freights by r:iil,ui>oi> all the commerce 
carried between the States. 
It subjects all 
the railroad property in the United States 
to such limitation of earning capacity as 
may 
he 
placed 
upon 
it 
by 
Con­ 
gressional enactment. 
The Congress of 
the 
United 
States is 
the 
exponent 
of the popular 
will. 
The shippers 
outnumber the carriers by many hundred 
fold. 
The vast majority, therefore, of ev­ 
ery constituency are shippers. 
In a repre­ 
sentative government the will of 
the 
majority amounts to an absolutism. 
The­ 
oretically the rights of minorities are 
maintained by constitutional provisions, 
but Constitutions are merely a species of 
supreme law, the changes and modifica­ 
tions of which are hedged niioui with more 
difficulty than the repeal, amendment or 
modification of statutory law. 
They are 
also subject to the interpretation of the 
courts, and are simply an expression of 
ihe will of the majority. 
The Cullom 
interstate commerce hill is itself an illus- 
* ration of the facility with which Consti­ 
tutions may be set aside, and the great 
fundamental doctrine of natural rights 
may he evaded. The provision which pro­ 
hibit- any carrier from transporting goods 
a long distance for a less rate than that 
charged f»r a shorter distance is an inva­ 
sion of a right. 
The charge for the short 
haul may be a reasonable and proper one, 
and if the freight is carried a greater dis­ 
tance fur a less rate, the loss is one volun­ 
ta! ilv incurred by the carrier. 
The rate 
(barged from New York to Salt Lake, for 
illustration, may Ire a just and reasonable 
comjrensation for the service rendered. 
If 
carried beyond that 
|>oint at a lower 
rate. 
then 
no 
loss 
is 
indicted 
upun the consignee at Salt Lake, hut 
rather u¡>on the carrier who voluntarily 
consents to perforin Ihe greater service be­ 
yond that point for a less remuneration. 
1 1 transport goods a longer distance for a 
lower compensation may not la- the result 
of desire on the part of the carrier, but 
rather his misfortune. 
To deny to him 
the right to carry the greater distance for 
the smaller compensation is certainly an 
Invasion of an indefeasible right. 
It is in 
effect to deny him the right to make a 
small profit where a greater cannot he ob­ 
tained, and place him between the alter­ 
natives of lowering the rate to the inter­ 
mediate point or of raising Ihe rate for the 
service rendered at the greater distance. 
The latter alternative may deny to him 
the right to make a small earning alto-’ 
gcther. 
It is the first duty of transportation to 
adjust itself lo the inexorable laws of pro­ 
duction and commercial exchange. 
To do 
this its rules must l>e sufficiently flexible 
to permit that adjustment which will ex- 
a. tly supplement the varying facts and 
conditions and necessities of production 
and commerce. 
I sing lines of trans|>orta- 
tion span the continent from sea to sen. At 
their termini they meet ocean competi­ 
tion. 
At their intermediate stations they 
are confronted with the necessity of ad­ 
justing their rates to the wants and inter­ 
ests of production and commerce, in order 
to confer the greatest possible develop­ 
ments. 
Since a large volume of traffic carried at 


a low rate is more profitable than a small 
volume carried at a high rate, the large 
volume will l>e sought, and the lowest rate 
o f transportation possible will lie given, 
th a t the developm ent of this larger vol­ 
um e may ensue. 
A t the interm ediate sta­ 
tion the inter-dependence of transportation 
and production forces the lowest rate con­ 
sistent w ith the profitable operation of a 
line. 
The term inal conditions are far 
m ore arbitrary. 
There a competitive re­ 
lation w ith a cheajier means of transjiorta- 
tion establishes hv the most arbitrary de- 
c iec low rates 
of 
transportation and 


smaller earnings for the service rendered, 
in most cases eliminating profit altogether. 
The natural and voluntary adjustment 
of transportation to these controMing con­ 
ditions is a process of evolution most 
likely to produce that system of operation 
which will confer the highest benefit upon 
both shipper and carrier. 
The passage of 
the interstate commerce hill is a declara­ 
tion on the part of Congress that hereafter 
this natural and voluntary adjustment 
shall cease, and an arbitrary, statutory or 
legislative 
adjustment 
shall usurp its 
place. 
Looking backward, we see a vast 
volume of capital which has poured into 
the 
United 
States 
from 
the 
idle 
capital of the old world, and conferred 
upon us that 
rapid growth 
and 
de­ 
velopment 
which 
has 
made 
us 
the 
marvel of modern nations. 
Ixsiking for­ 
ward, we see that stream of enriching cap­ 
ital confronted by the menace of arbitrary 
regulation, by rigid standards which are 
intended to deny to transportation the 
benefit of small earnings where larger 
cannot lie obtained—and, beyond this, the 
declaration of the right and the exjie- 
diency on the part of the vast majority 
comprising the shipper class to determine 
by legislative enactment the rate at which 
they shall be served. 
To declare that this 
policy is not an invasion of natural rights, 
to declare that it is not fraught with the 
danger of practical confiscation, is to 
bastardize the most common intelligence. 
The inherent tendency of any line of 
legislative [>olicy will inevitably work out 
results in accordance with these tendencies. 
They are like the constant forces of nature, 
which, however seemingly cheeked, hin­ 
dered or delayed, sooner or later reach the 
full measure of results. 
When a repre­ 
sentative legislative liody enters U]>oii the 
control of matters in oliedience to the de­ 
mands of a constituency the vast majority 
of which is interested pecuniarily in a 
given direction, the line of legislation to 
follow will 
most certainly follow the 
constant forces of nature tending in that 
direction. 
Thus, the inauguration of a 
policy of regulating the rates of transport­ 
ation by Congress in the interest of the 
majority will sooner or later degenerate 
into an arbitrary determination on the 
part of the shipper of the rate at which 
lie is to he served. 
W e repeat that this is 
true because the inherent tendency of leg­ 
islation in this regard is in this direction, 
and whatever is inherent cannot he re­ 
sisted. 
The ownership, then, of railroad 
property, as existing in the United States 
to-day, and the development and extension 
of railroad systems in the future, is there­ 
fore placed, and to lie placed, under the 
menace of a policy which at once divorces 
control from ownership. 
Before the in­ 
vestment in railroads, the capitalist owns 
the money he proposes to invest. 
Its in­ 
vestment passes from the control of capital, 
from the hand of him who owned it, into 
the hands of those who are to be served by 
it. 
Between the policy of arbitrary con­ 
trol by the representatives of the shipper 
of the rate at which he is to he served» 
and the ultimate confiscation of the prop­ 
erty thus wrested from the control of its 
owners, the distance is not great, and the 
gravity of the descent is most natural. 
Viewed in this light, the legislative policy 
inaugurated by the interstate commerce 
bill, is, in its ultimate and most logical 
analysis, the beginning of well-ordered, 
thoroughly systematized, methodical con­ 
fiscation. 
It is Communism in its most re­ 
spectable, hut not less effective aspect. 
In their individual capacity the people 
are honest, just in their intention, and fair 
in their purposes. The aggregate expres­ 
sion of these virtues as reflected by legis­ 
lation is forever distorted and deformed by 
the selfish greed of classes. 
Individual 
men do not desire to steal the property in­ 
vested in railroads; but the arbitrary, 
forcible legal reduction of freight rates re­ 
lieves the individual of the moral odium 
of the theft, and places it in a measure 
ujKin a representative body, called the 
Legislature or Congress. 
In this aspect it 
borrows sanction from the dignity and ex­ 
altation of the body practicing it, and 
thereby loses the repulsive hldeousuess 
which attaches 
to 
individual larceny. 
Thus, the process of confiscation which 
will come in with the inauguration of the 
new policy will reach to vast lengths of 
dishonesty beyond the point where indi­ 
vidual conscience would permit it to go. 
Against the inevitable results of this 
new Congressional policy every dollar in­ 
vested in railroad property, imjielled by 
the instinct of self-preservation, will enter 
the i>olitical arena, invited by the strongest 
motives which govern action. 
When in 
self-defense, the billions of money invested 
in railroad property in the United States 
is literally coerned to enter the caucus, the 
convention and the lobby of legislation 
the demoralization may easily lie appre­ 
hended, and the venal elements of society 
may be justified in the annual observance 
of the day upon which this vicious policy 
was inaugurated. 


THE FRUIT UNION. 


So far as intention and “ talk-’ can 
start a “ boom,” a good-sized one is on 
the move in Santa Clara county. 
But 
there is behind it, also, a vigorous effort to 
advertise and a determination to raise 
money to back it, and thus far both have 
met with good encouragement. 
We wish 
our Santa Clara neighbors every success. 
They have a section worthy of it; re­ 
sources that can scarce he exaggerated in 
representation; energy, wealth and social 
strength, with a climate of the most in­ 
viting character and soil of the richest 
grades. 
How long will it lie before we in 
the central and northern regions awake to 
the need of more vigorous efforts than any 
we have yet made to secure for ourselves 
a due share of the prosperity that is com­ 
ing to every section asking in the right 
way? 
la-t us lie honest with ourselves. 
W e have not lieen as liberal, energetic or 
“ alive” as we should. 
We have raised 
and spent only dimes instead of dollars. 
We have “ talked” much, and only the few 
have labored. 
All honor to them. 
But 
how about the thousands from here to Sis­ 
kiyou who have done nothing ? 
How is it 
with the men all through the valley and 
foothills, who, having everything to gain, 
do nothing more than offer what they have 
to sell? 
Lettlie truth lie spoken. 
There 
must be a vigorous shaking up of dry 
bones in this valley liefore a great “ lioom” 
sets in. 


Senator B ose's concurrent resolution, 
asking for the improvement of the present 
Federal laws applying to tim ber lands, so 
as to provide for the w ithdraw al from sale 
of all Governm ent tim ber lands in the 
State until definite 
surveys determine 
w hat jinrt ought to be reserved for forest 
preservation, fuel supply and the preven­ 
tion of flood and drought, should have 
attention. 
It puts in motion most im­ 
portan! inquiry, and asks only what is 
reasonable—that the Government 
look 
into this m atter of forest destruction and 
check it iu lime.

S a n F r a n c is c o , January 20th.—The sec­ 
ond day's session of the second annual 
meeting of the California Fruit Union was 
called to order by President H atch at 10 


a . m . 
The m inutes of the preceding day’s 
session were read. 
D rury Melone, Chairman of the comm it­ 
tee appointed to wait upon General Man­ 
ager Towne, with a view to secure lower 
frnit transportation rates, m ade his report. 
It was in accord with the B e c o b d - U n i o n ' s 
dispatch of last evening-^a concession to 
$300 per car for ten-car tiains, time to be 
w ithin twenty-four hours of passenger 
tim e between California and Chicago. The 
only reservation in the m atter was in view 
of the prospective passage of the interstate 
commerce bill. 
If that bill became a law, 
he (Towne) did not think any one knew 
what effect it would have upon the ship­ 
ping interests. 
H e also thought that, 
as 
the 
bill 
was 
now 
understood, 
there 
would 
be an 
end to 
possibil­ 
ity 
of 
profitable 
through 
shipments, 
unless under exception granted by the 
Commission, and that there would be such 
an innum erable demand for exceptions 
that the Commission m ight be unable to 
reach an application for exception in the 
case of C’alifo:nia fruits until an entire 
season shall have passed. The promise of 
Mr. Towne, Mr. Melone said, was final as 
to allowing a $300 rate, and was only to be 
modified in case the provisions of the inter­ 
state bill prevented its going into operation. 
Remarks «were made upon the subject, 
also, by Messrs. W einstock, Block, and 
others of the committee. 
Upon motion the report was accepted, 
and committee continued. 
AMENDMENT OK THE BT-I.AW3. 
The committee upon revision of the by­ 
laws made its reuurt through G. M. «Gray, 
the Chairman. 
The report was upon motion accepted, 
and the Convention proceeded to consider 
the by-laws as amended, as follows : 
The first section, concerning Trustees, it 
was proposed to amend so that of nine of 
the Trustees three m ay he shippers. 
L. W . Buck said that unless the by-laws 
were changed so that shippers can be 
stockholdeis this would be inoperative, and 
he thought this should be considered be­ 
fore the first section was changed. 
As for 
himself, he was in favor of letting shippers 
become stockholders, and to let them hold 
a suitable am ount of stock—not too large 
an am ount—and he was also willing that 
the proposed method of disposing of fruit 
through selling by auction should be thor­ 
oughly tried by the Trustees. 
Mr. Melone called attention to the fact 
that until it was known who had paid up 
the assessments upon stock no vote could 
be taken. 
The Chair said the ruling would be made 
that before proceeding the fact m ust be de­ 
term ined that a quorum was present. 
Judge Blackwood, of Haywards, claimed 
that, under the laws of the State, even- 
bolder of stock, whether he was delinquent 
or not, was a member. 
M. M. Estee was called upon for liis 
opinion, and he gave the opinion that there 
were not any too m any now in the F ruit 
Union than were wanted, and he thought 
it was better to take steps to get more in 
than to rule any out. 
[Laughter.] 
He 
thought il was better to proceed without 
raising the point, and the audience looked 
approval. 
H e said lie was also in favor of 
adm itting shippers, but he would suggest 
that the am ount of stock shippers may sub­ 
scribe for be lim ited to 200 shares each. 
The am endm ent to Section 1, to perm it 
three of the Trustees to be shippers, was 
then adopted, w ith only two or three dis­ 
senting votes. 
No changes were made to Sections 2 
and 3. 
F. B. McKevitt, of Vacaville, moved that 
Section 4 be so amended as to m ake the 
regular meetings of the Union semi-annual 
instead of annual. 
S. Goodenough. of Santa Clara, Drury 
Melone and A. Block [and others opposed 
the am endm ent, and upon a vote being 
taken it was lost. 
Section 4 was then passed, and Section 5 
was read. 
An am endm ent was proposed 
by the committee to perm it shippers to 
hold stock lim ited to not less than one 
hundred nor 
more than five hundred 
shares. Several changes in the am ount of 
shares to be allowed to shippers was pro­ 
posed, all tending to restrict to a narrow- 
limit, and considerable discussion ensued 
upon the question. 
Mr. Melone thought the largest possible 
lim it should be given to the shippers, not 
going so far as to allow them to hold a con­ 
trolling portion ot the stock. 
Mr. Block, of Santa Clara, did not wish 
them to have more than 100 shares each. 
L. W. Buck moved to amend the am end­ 
m ent so as to let them in by taking from 
100 to 200 shares. 
Mr. Melone asked the pointed question, 
W hat would induce any shipper to take 
more than 100 shares if lie could get all the 
benefits by subscribing 100 shares, and 
could get no further benefits by paying for 
200 shares? 
H e offered a substitute that 
shippers m ay become members by sub­ 
scribing for 200 shares. 
Mr. Buck accepted the substitute in place 
of his motion. 
F. H. Buck raised a question as to the 
definition of the term “ shipper.” saying 
that m any who were growers were also 
engaged often, to some extent, in shipping. 
Remarks from various members followed 
upon thesuggestion, and finally L. W. Buck 
and .Mr. Block suggested that the difficulty 
would be overcome by substituting the 
words “ non-producers engaged in pur­ 
chasing and shipping fruit" in place of 
“ shipper,' 
wherein it occurred in the by­ 
laws. 
This was accepted, and, upon motion, was 
unanim ously adopted. 
No further am endm ents were offered by 
the committee until Section 10 was reached. 
Mr. W einstock oflered the following as a 
substitute for Section 10, w ith a view to 
bringing in and adopting the auction plan 
of sales: 
Section 10. The Hoard of Directors shall, hv 
com piling such facts an d statistics as m ay be at 
th eir com m and, arrange a table of distribution 
subject to such changes and m odifications as the 
m arket m sy, from tim e to tim e, dem and : and 
it shall becom e the duty of th e G eneral Man 
ager to regulate th e distribution strictly in ac­ 
cordance w ith such provisions. The Directors 
m ay delegate, subject to invocation, th e (>o\ver 
to change or m odify the table of distribution, 
to the G eneral M anager. The G eneral M anager 
shall appoint, subject to confirm ation by the 
Hoard ot D irectors, a com m issioned agent, also 
an auctioneer, in as m any cities east o f the 
KockV M ountains as in bis judgm ent m ay 1 
necessary, in order to secure a thorough distri­ 
bution of tht- products to be disposed of by t lie 
Union. The Board of Directors shall establish 
regulations to control th e quality, weight and 
packing o f all fniits offered for Eastern ship­ 
m e n t; and it shall be the duty ot the General 
M anager, through his Inspectors, toenforeesuch 
regulations, an d to reject all fruits offered for 
shipm ent ib a t do not come up to the stnm lard 
requirem ents. 
All fruits 
consigned by the 
Union to E astern agents shall be offered, by the 
auctioneer 
appointed 
by 
the 
G eneral 
M anager, at 
public 
auction, and sold to 
the highest bidders tor choice o f lo ts; the 
auctioneer’s fees to lie deducted front tiie agent's 
com m ission. The auctioneer shull forward by 
th e first m ail, to every m em ber having fruit at 
such sale, a copy of the catalogue, giving in 
p rin t th e prices realized for every lot o f frnit 
sold at said sale. Subscribers iif stock shall 
contract w ith the other subscribers th at they 
w ill not sell any fruits for Eastern shipm ents to 
any except to mcmtiers of said Union lEast.-rn 
shipm ent m eaning cast of iigden), reserving ihe 
right to sell any an d all fruit- tor any other 
purposes. 
M embers of th e Union shall be 
privileged to nam e points of destination for 
th eir fruits, and they shall be privi eged to 
nam e th eir ow n con-ignces 
It shall la* the 
duty o f th e G eneral M aiuuurto faithfully observe 
suck w ish es: provided, th e space a ll'“til'd to 
such points of destination tie not all previously 
applied for. an d provided such m em bers agree 
to have tlieiinfruits sold by public auction, by 
the auctionee r em ployed by th e Union, and at 
the sam e tim e and place at w hich th e fruits 
consigned to th e agents of th e Union are sold. 
Judge Blackwood moved that the pro­ 
posed substitute be taken up by paragraphs 
and considered. Carried. 
A long discussion ensned upon the first 
paragraph, the trend of which was not to 
impose any more directions than need be 
upon the Board of Directors, but to select 
capable and honest members of that Board 
and then leave the management with them . 
The hour of noon having arrivtd, an ad­ 
journm ent was taken to 1:30 p. m . 
The Convention 
reassembled shortly 
before 2 o’clock, and H . W einstock, upon 
re-quest, gave the Convention a review of 
his experience in the East. In Chicago and 
cities between the lakes and the Missouri 
river California "fruits were popular, but in 
New 
Y ork 
M editerranean 
fruits were 
j abundant in the m arket and California 
1 products were held at fancy prices. Of 


foreign fruits sold in .this country, nearly 
all was sold at auction, which system 
brings the dealers into competition. Mr. 
W einstock read letters and documents to 
sustain his position that the auction plan 
was the most profitable to the grower. 
Among others he read the following from 
a prom inent Florida fruit business man* 
the Secretary of the Florida Fruit Union: 


J acksonville, Fia., Jan u ary 9 ,18S7. 
If. Wehietock, Esq.. Sicrarncntu, Cat.—D e a r S ir: 
Your favor of Decem ber 31st to hand, an d con 
tents nrted. 
R egarding th e auction system , I 
have th is to say : It is a w ell-known fact th at 
for onw ards of’ fifty years M editerranean fruit 
has been sold in the U nited States through the 
auction system alm ost exclusively. Last year 
som ething like 3,000,000 boxes of foreign fruit 
w ere sold in th e U nited States, and I am inform ed 
th at nine tenths of these w ere sold in New York 
city alone. O ur experience w ith th e auction 
system so far has been highly satisfactory, and 
the m ore fam iliar our people becom e w ith it the 
stronger grows th e liking for it. Personally I 
consider it the only proper m ethod for the sale 
o f all fruit. It disposes of th e fruit quickly, 
hence the m oney goes to th e growers w ithout 
unnecessary an d vexatious delays. W hen fruit 
is sold at auction a fixed price is pu t upon i t ; 
th at fixed price is the am ount the purchaser 
pays, 
if a box ot oranges brings 55 in the auc- 
tion-room, the purchaser m ust tell for more 
th an ¿5; he can ’t afford to sell lor less: th u s th e 
m arket price is established. A uction brings th e 
dealeis in com petition; the old m ethod of sales 
through commission houses places the fruit iu 
com petition w ith itself. But from your circu­ 
lars I judge you fully understand all this, hence 
w ill not bore you further. 
Regarding your idea as to sales at auction at 
all ]Klims tlia't can tak e a carload, I m ust say 
our views differ widely. 
Isa y , decidedly, sell 
vour tra it at auction, but confine it to a few of 
the large cities. Let there cities have certain 
territories to supply. 
Take New York and 
Hoston, for iustauco. 
These tw o points h a n ­ 
dle nearly all th e M editerranean frnit, yet 
they supply nearly every m arket in tin- United 
States. Brokers in New York and Boston repre­ 
senting dealers all over the East and West at­ 
tend th e auction sales regularly, and purchase 
im m ense quantities o f fruit to till th eir " out of 
tow n ’’ orders. Suppose you supply each little 
bam ict capable of tak in g a car-load, the result 
would he low prices iu these sm all towns, and 
you would cut ofl' the trade w hich would other­ 
wise be forced to liny iu the larger cities, thus 
leaving th e large cities w ith no outlet for their 
fruit. 
Iu th e sm all towns th e buyers being few 
in num bers, can easily com bine and agree to 
bid only a certain sum for your fruit, and thus 
secure it at alm ost any price they cliooie to 
pay: a portion of it m ust at least be sold at th eir 
figures, hut if th e balance is w ithdraw n and 
held for a future sale you are still in th e sam e 
box. 
I presum e you have witnessed sales of 
fruit at auction in the larger cities, New York, 
at least, and, having done so, you will no doubt 
agree w ith m e th a t such a com bination as I 
m entioned above is w holly im practicable iu a 
place like New York or Chicago. 
I trust I have placed m y view s so th at you can 
use them to an advantage. I am very deeply in­ 
terested in th e straggle you people are m aking 
to throw oft’ th e old yoke (commission sales), 
and I heartily wish you God speed in your un­ 
dertaking. Very truly yours,

Mr. W einstock read letters from Boston 
commission m erchants, setting forth that 
large quantities of California fruits could 
be disposed of by auction. The letters 
contained prices which Florida products 
had commanded. One letter said that the 
fruit going to tw enty houses, cutting the 
throats of each other, would result in kill­ 
ing the m ark e t: but one auction lur the 
consignment would firmly establish prices. 
The private sales system the speaker re­ 
garded as ruinous. 
It choked competition 
by a process of combination of agents, giv­ 
ing exclusive control in each large district 
to the combination. 
W e m ust encourage 
the keenest competition among retailers. 
We appoint a man in Milwaukee, for in­ 
stance, as our agent. This man is engaged 
in other business interests. A dealer comes 
to him and says : 
“ If you will permit me 
to handle your California fruits. I will give 
you all mv trade in some other im portant 
branch of commerce.” The agent sees a 
margin for profit and acquiesces, und com­ 
petition for our fruits is practically denied. 
Mr. W einstock was applauded by the 
audience in a very cordial manner. 
Mr. Block, of Santa Clara, described some 
features of the auction business, citing one 
where six lots of products were on sale and 
only six bidders present. The result was 
that each bidder obtained the particular lot 
he wanted, at liis own price. 
Judge Blackwood, of Alameda, said tbat 
if we go into the auction system it should 
be gone into thoroughly, so that it should 
be understood that every pound shipped 
East should be sold to the highest bidder. 
W hy, it has been the custom in New York 
for years to sell every pound of tea coming 
from China and Japan at auction. The 
commission businuss no longer prevails in 
these articles. 
Let our fruits be fairly- 
advertised at auction and give the bid­ 
ders a fair chance to compete. 
Let the auc­ 
tioneer be notified when the fruit will ar­ 
rive. 
Let men ship what they have a mind 
to. 
If poor fruit is shipped and does not 
command a good price, the shipper of the 
poor fruit is the sufferer. 
Let us give the 
auction plan a fair trial. 
I do not say that 
it should be adopted in every town, but in 
large cities like Chicago, Boston, New York, 
l’hiladelnhia. Cleveland, Baltimore, Mil­ 
waukee and Cincinnati, it should be estab­ 
lished and fairly tested. 
Mr. Buck, of Vacaville, desired 
the 
whole subject referred to the Board of Di­ 
rectors, giving them discretionary power 
to dispose of ail fruits. 
Mr. Markley thought the auction plan of 
sales m ight be the best possible way of sell­ 
ing our fruit, but thought it batter to sim ply 
recoin m in-i it to the Board oF Trustees for 
adoption or to give them authority to sell 
in the m anner, if their judgm ent so dicta­ 
ted, tie therefore moved that instead of 
adopting the new section above proposed 
by Mr. W einstock, to add to the present 
Section 10 the following : 
“ The Board of Trustees are authorized 
to sell fruit at auction when in their judg­ 
m ent they think best to doso. Subscribers 
to the stock shall contract with the other 
subscribers that they will not sell any 
fruits for Eastern shipm ent to any except 
members of said union (Eastern shipm ent 
meaning east of Ogden), reserving the 
right to sell any and all fruits for any other 
purpose.” 
After a quite lengthy discussion, this 
am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. Block suggested that the by-laws 
should be so amended as to authorize the 
B ard of Trustees to appoint an Assistant 
Manager, if in its judgm ent the same is 
needed. lie said if one had been employed 
in the East this last season no such work 
as has just come to light—in which Dud­ 
ley, Chip A Doe, of New York, had the 
pick of the cars of fruit, and at their own 
price—would never have taken place. 
A discussion followed, iu which it was 
claimed that the by-laws already give the 
Board ample power to employ all persons 
required to transact the business of the 
association. 
Mr. Block moved 
that Section 1 be 
amended so as to include the authority to 
employ an Assistant Manager. 
After some further discussion the m atter 
was voted down, for the reason that the 
power is already conferred upon the Trus­ 
tees by the by-laws. 
Mr. W einstock moved to amend Section 
10 by striking out the words, “ Provided 
tbat for all fruit and vegetables so consigned 
a commission of not to exceed 5 per cent, 
of the sale value of said fruits ^ind veget­ 
ables and the actual freight, shall be paid 
to the Union.” 
, 
The motion was seconded and a discus­ 
sion followed. 
Mr. Block objected to striking out the 
entire 5 per cent., as it was a source of rev­ 
enue to the Union, and this was a m atter 
that could not be overlooked. 
Mr W einstock replied that inasmuch as 
10 per cent, commission was allowed the 
Eastern agent in accordance w ith the by­ 
laws, that this would still be taken from 
the sales, and as the work of selling could 
be done at the East for from 7 to 7) per 
cent., a m argin of 2J to 3 per cent, could 
thus be saved and come into the hands of 
the treasury for expenses. 
P. E. Platt s a id the f r u i t could a i l be B o ld 
for a commission o f 1 0 per cent., and cover 
the 2] or 3 per cent., as stated by Mr. W ein­ 
stock. 
Mr. W einstock here read a letter he had 
just received from Joseph Steffens, Presi­ 
dent of the Sacramento Board of Trade, 
reciting correspondence between the com­ 
mittee of 
the California Fruit-Growers’ 
Convention, and General M anager Towne 
and C. P. H untington. The letter requested 
tbe committee to adopt resolutions oppos­ 
ing the long and short haul clause of the 
interstate bill, and to send the same to Con­ 
gressman Morrow. 
At the conclusion o t the discussion upon 
amending the first paragraph of Section 10, 
the entire paragraph about consignors nam ­ 
ing destination of tbeir fruit, the charge of 
5 per cent, of sales of such consignments, 
and that the Union shall not purchase 
fruit, was stricken out. Judge Blackwood 
called u d again that part of the final clause 
of Section 10. adopted as M arkley’s am end­ 
ment. which required stockholders not to 
sell fruit for Eastern shipm ent to any one 
except members of the Union. 
H e de­ 
nounced the clause as impracticable, said it 
would not be lived up to, was unfair re­ 
striction. and he him self would not be 
bound bv it. 
Mr. McKevitt indorsed this view, and 
called attention to the tact that shares held 
by members had been reduced from about 
17,000 to about 5.000 held by actual sub 
senbers. and declared that shippers would 
not be bound by such an unwise rule. 
Mr. Block inquired whether, under the 
by-laws as amended, a m em ber would be 
perm itted to sell one or more carloads of 
fruit to a person here or in tbe East not a 
member of the Union, w hich fruit was to 
be shipped East. 


President Hatch replied no, th at conld 
not be permitted. 
Isador Jacobs claimed 
that members 
'w ould not stand this restriction, and urged 
the repeal of tbe provision. 
Mr. Meek indorsed the objection to this 
feature of the by-laws, and moved to re­ 
consider and strike out the final clause of 
M arkley's am endm ent to Section 16, which 
contained this requirement. 
The Chair called upon P. E. Platt for his 
views as a shipper upon the subject, and 
be replied that he thought it was better to 
strike the provision out, as it was im prac­ 
ticable, and beyond this, he believed it was 
illegal. 
H e believed the best interests ot 
the members of the Union was to have 
shipper members of the Union handle and 
take to the m arkets at the East as m uch of 
the fruits as possible. 
Mr. Buck thought the m atter need not 
be in the by-laws, but be left tbat to the 
discretion of the Board of Trustees. 
The clause was then stricken out by a 
unanim ous vote. 
A committee was ordered to select and 
nom inate members for a Board of Trus­ 
tees, for the approval of the Convention, 
and report w ithin fifteen m inutes. 
Mr. M arkley offered the following reso-

Resolred, T hat th is Board of Trustees are 
hereby requested to give th e auction p lan of 
selling (rail a thorough and system atic trial. 
Unanim ously adopted. 
The committee appointed at the last 
m eeting of tbe State H orticultural Society 
to fix uniform sizes for frnit boxes fur 
Eastern shipm ents, reported a schedule for 
sizes, and the report was adopted. 
AV. N. AVilliams, of Fresno, stated that 
the grapes he liad packed in cork dust and 
tule for experiment, had all rotted. 
He re­ 
ported tbat Malaga grapes had proved ex­ 
cellent keepers and shippers, and proph­ 
esied they would be the leading shipping 
grape in the future. Giapes of this variety 
he shipped November 6th to New York, 
and were sold December 10th, and in per­ 
fect condition. 
The Committee on Nom inations reported 
tor Trustees of the Union for the ensuing 
year, A. T. Hatch of Solano, H . Weinstock 
of Sacramento, L. AV. Buck of Solano, 1’.

F rnit Union Shipm ents in lKftfí. 
The following facts are included in the 
Secretary's report of last season’s operations 
under the F ru it Union. 
The shipm ents 
commenced May 1!), 1880, and closed No­ 
vember 18th. 
The early shipm ents con­ 
sisted largely of apricots, and, although 
sent by express train, paid nearly 41 cents 
a pound net. Shortly after, the prices in 
the East dropped, so that the net returns 
fell to 3 cents a pound. 
During the early 
part of the year experiments in shipping 
currants were tried, and proved failures as 
they spoiled in transit. The price for plum s 
in the East during the year has been h u t li 
cents n e t: cherries, 3 to 13 cents; peaches, 
4 6 to 16 cen ts; 
grapes ranged low, the 
average net price being hut 1.18 cents, but 
those shipped during the latter'part of the 
season averaged 3 cents a pound . 
B irtlett 
years sold low during part of the sum m er. 
Tbe receipts show a total of 2.2 cents net, 
and late nears brought 3 5-7 cents a pound. 
But one shipm ent of alm onds was made, 
and netted 14 cents a pound.

pounds, and was almost entirely from 
one sh ip p er: I'lacer and Sacramento coun­ 
ties shipped nearly equal am ounts, the 
former sending 363,700 pounds, and the 
latter a little less than those figures. Butte 
furnished 125,420 pounds, and Sonoma and 
Colusa sm all am ounts each. The smallest 
total am ount sent by one shipper was 100 
pounds ; the largest was 68S.060 pounds.

F a ir a t C h ica g o .

Am ong the passengers who arrived from 
I the East yesterday m orning was Engene J. 
• Gregory, of this city, who went to Chicago 
■ as one of the managers of the Citrus Fair. 
H e was in splendid health and spirits, but 
glad to get hack here, as ull tsacramentans 
are. and enthusiastic over the success of 
the enterprise, which he went East to assist 
in advancing. 
Business called him to San 
Francisco 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
but 
a 
R ecord U n io n representative had a few 
m iuu.es’ conversation with him , during 
which be gave his opinion substantially as 
follow s: 
" The fair was an assured^success, the re­ 
sult meeting m y expectations in the fullest 
sense. Notw ithstanding the fact that the 
exhibit opeued and continued under the 
disadvantages arising from an extreme 
cold spell, varying from zero to 20° below, 
which had the effect of preventing an in­ 
creased attendance, I think the association 
can well rest in the satisfaction of having 
secured the direct and personal attention of 
the majority of representative Eastern peo­ 
ple to the character and excellence of the 
fruit exhibited, whereby the m anagement 
were enabled to satisfactorily demonstrate 
the validity of our claims in favor of Cen­ 
tral and Northern California against all 
other portions of the State. The_universal 
opinion of both expert and casual ob­ 
servers was that the fruit was, witiiout 
doubt, the finest ever seen in Chicago. 
As 
one proof I will quote the voluntary asser­ 
tion made by the largest fruit m erchant in 
Chicago, who, after a slight examination, 
unhesitatingly pronounced 
the 
quality 
‘ the finest he had ever seen,’ and further 
gaveit as bis judgment that, while the best 
stock in the Chicago m arket was selling 
at $3 50 per box, he could readily realize 
$6 per box for the average oranges exhib­ 
ited in the fair, because of the fruit being 
more uniform in size, • color, solidity and 
richness of flavor than those grown in any 
other commercial section—not excepting 
the Palermo, Messina or Mediterranean 
products. This verdict was in accord with 
the entire Eastern fruit trade. 
I give it as 
the evidence of experts on citrus products. 
One may easily deduct the practical infer­ 
ence from such evidence, as it readily dem ­ 
onstrates all we may wish to claim for our 
portion of the Golden State, and the re­ 
sults of our efforts will be shown in the 
near future. No pains were spared in the 
effort to give full prominence to the merits 
of Central und Northern California, espe­ 
cially in dem onstrating the character, qual­ 
ity and worth ot soil, etc., as compared 
with southern sections. I am much pleased 
to be able to report that the arguments 
offered were convincing and fully appre­ 
ciated ; that m any home-seekers are now 
turning their attention to the right direc­ 
tion, and that it is a question of the near 
future when our facilities will be largely 
sought for and taken advantage of by the 
most desirable class of immigration. 
“ The exhibit was unfortunate enough to 
strike a 35° below zero blizzard in transit, 
and the fruit was naturally frozen solid as 
rocks. Knowing that, so long as it could 
be kept in a frozen state, it would retain 
its color and size, due care was taken to 
prevent the tem perature of the hall becom­ 
ing high enough to cause a thaw—though 
it was (juite a difficult problem to meet the 
requirem ents of the spectators and the con­ 
dition of the fruit at the same time. 
H ow ­ 
ever, we managed to take care of both until 
the natural and continued w arm th of the 
room was asserted, and the oranges, etc., 
had begun to show the effects of thawing. 
Then we decided to close the fair—but not 
for reason of decay. 
Contrary to the usual 
rule, the stock merely lessened in size, but 
we lost none by either rot or decay—an­ 
other fact that demonstrates our superior­ 
ity over all other sections in orange culture, 
in the production of unirrigated fruit. This 
fact was also rem arked upon by the experts. 
“ I can state, as a sort of sum m ary, that 
all spectators expressed unqualified sur­ 
prise at tbe quality and earliness of the 
exhibit, and I am very sanguine iu the 
belie! that the result of this initiatory effort 
to advertise the heretofore unknow n (in 
the Eastern States) citius.belt of Central 
and Northern California will soon be as­ 
serted, and measure with tbe fullest expec­ 
tations of every denizen thereof. 
For m y­ 
self—as a native of .rail 1 citrus belt’—1 
feel more than repaid for all the inconve- 
nieueies suffered in opening and closing 
the 
fair. 
AA'e 
certainly 
selected 
an 
inopportune date for opening in Chicago, 
but I trust nothing will interfere with 
our going forward hereafter with the calcu­ 
lation of opening in tbat city at no later 
date than December 15tli. 
Then we may 
claim much more attention than was our 
fortune to receive in the present instance. 
AVe gave out about 5,000 complimentary 
invitations to representative people of Chi­ 
cago and other Eastern cities, and the 
greater portion of those invited visited ns 
despite the cold weather, and i am satisfied 
that another year there will be a rush to 
see the exhibit, people’s curiosity and de­ 
sire for inform ilion having been aroused. 
It was not our oranges and lemons alone 
that surprised the good people back there. 
Everything exhibited challenged comment. 
Our raisins were deemed especially good, 
and when, as a test, a box of imported 
Dehesa raisins was put in with those ot the 
exhibition, none were able to designate 
which it was."

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


D ro w n e d in th e S a c ra m e n to . 
Andrew Feterson. a native of SwedeD, 
aged about 21 years, fell from a boat into 
the Sacramento river, about 8 a. m . yester­ 
day, at Jacobs’ I.anding. opposite the Twin 
Houses. 15 miles from this city, and was 
drowned. 
His body was recovered a few 
hours later, and an inquest held last even­ 
ing. 
W illiam Jacobs, in his testim ony be­ 
fore the Coroner's jury, said: ‘‘Deceased 
was working for me on the farm, and I was 
present when the accident occurred. About 
8 o’clock this m orning we started with a 
sm all ferryboat load of cattle from the east 
bank to the west. W hen the accident oc­ 
curred we were opposite the landing, some 
siitv oi eighty feet from shore. W e had 
on tioarij sixteen head of cattle and fonr 
m en, viz: Ed. Carberry, W illiam A nder­ 
son, myseif and the deceased. The cattle 
were apparently all right, but the bar at 
the bow end broke, and that up-ended the 
boat. 
W hen the bow broke m y back was 
to deceased and W illiam Anderson. Ed. 
Carberrv called out to deceased to catch 
one of the anim als by the horns, and he 
did so, and he had hold of the cow’s horns 
when I saw him last, some fifteen feet 
from the shore. 1 fell oil’, and Ed. Carberry 
helped m e back in the boat. 
I did not see 
deceased when he was drowned, as I 
thought he was all right, and was watching 
W illiam Anderson. 
The boat is 10 feet 
wide, from 24 to 30 feet in length, w ith a 
high railing on the sides and bars on the 
ends, and was built expressly for ferrying 
purposes. 
After we got to the shore and 
changed our clothing we returned and 
found the rem ains after some two hours 
Search, about forty feet from shore. The 
boat is worked with oars.” 
The ju ty rendered a verdict of accidental 
drowning in accordance w ith the above 
facts.

S ons o f S t. G e o rg e . 
A m eeting of Englishm en was held last 
night at Pioneer H all, Seventh street, to 
organize a Lodge in this city of this pros­ 
perous beneficial Order. It was well at­ 
tended. This Order, for which English­ 
m en, their sons or grandsons only are 
eligible, was organized in the State of 
Pennsylvania in 1871, since which tim e it 
has attained a m embership of 25,000, and 
there are over 250 subordinate Lodges in 
the different States of the Union.

After some prelim ­ 
inary business was transacted it was re­ 
solved to meet again, in the same hall, 
Sunday afternoon at half-past 2, for per­ 
m anent organization.

THE PLAZ1 MURDER. 


T r ia l o f J o s e p h in e W ie ie l fo r th e K iltin g 
o r J a c o b K le in E a s t J u n e . 
The taking of testimony in the case of 
the People vs. Josephine Wiezel, charged 
w ith m urder, was begun in the Superior 
Court yesterday before Judge W ilson, of 
San Francisco. 
It will be remembered 
that the crime for which the defendant is 
on trial was the shooting of Jacob Klein, a 
musician, in the public plaza in this city 
on the 27th of June last. 
The deceased 
had shown considerable attention to the 
defendant, and the latter alleged that while 
in his company one night inJFebruary last, 
in a secluded place, Klein by force accom­ 
plished her ruin ; that she had repeatedly 
besought him to m arry her, and that he 
had persistently refused to do so. 
On the 
night referred to—June 27, 1886—the de­ 
fendant went to the piaza, where Klein 
was engaged, as a member of one of the 
local bands, in giving a concert, and as he 
was about leaving the plaza she stepped up 
behind him and shot him in the back of 
the bead, death resulting almost instantly. 
Inform ation for m urder was lodged against 
Miss Wiezel, and the case was finally set 
for hearing this week. 
The jury was 
secured on W ednesday, and—as 
before 
stated—the taking of testimony was com­ 
menced yesterday. 
_ 
Long "before the hour for opening the 
Court every seat and possible bit of stand­ 
ing room was occupied by spectators, m any 
of whom were intim ate friends or relatives 
of the accused, while the great proportion 
were attracted thither by mere curiosity. 
Among the spectators were m any ladies 
and young girls. 
The defendant appeared 
in Court witli her infant, born in Novem­ 
ber last, accompanied by her parents and 
num erous brothers and sisters. She sat by 
her attorney, Grove L. Johnson, most of 
the tim e absorbed in the duty of attending 
to the wants of her infantile charge. The 
demeanor of the defendant was calm, yet 
most of the time tears were slowly trickling 
down her pale cheeks. 
The prosecution wa3 conducted by Dis­ 
trict Attorney Bruner, assisted by Charles 
T. Jones. After a few prelim inary motions 
regarding the placing of witnesses under 
the rule, etc., both sides announced their 
readiness, and the prosecution called as its 
first witness Dr. G. A. W hite, Superintend­ 
ent of the County Hospital, who testified to 
having held the post-morretn examination 
on the 1 ody of Jacob C. Klein on tho 28th 
of June. A gunshot wound was found on 
the back of the head, the nature and neces­ 
sarily fatal effects of which were explained. 
The bullet inflicting the wound was pro­ 
duced and identified by witness. 
[There 
was no cross examination.] 
Coroner J. Frank Clark was the next 
witness. 
He testified to tl.e circumstances 
connected with the post-mortem exam ina­ 
tion. [So cross-examination.] 
Henry Eckhardt. a gunsm ith, testified to 
the defendant having visited his place of 
business in May last to purchase a pistol, 
saying that she desired to m ake a present 
of it to her brother. U nder these circum­ 
stances witness sold her the weapon, and 
at her request loaded it. The next time 
witness saw her was on the evening of the 
shooting, when she came to exchange the 
weapon (which was nickel-plated) for one 
of darker metal. The reason given for the 
desired exchange was that she wanted a 
weapon that would not “ show so m uch.” 
The pistol, with one cartridge exploded, 
was here offered in evidence. 
[No cross­ 
exam ination.] 
M artin Wetzel testified that on the even­ 
ing of the shooting he was standing near 
the southwest corner of the Plaza, while a 
concert was progressing in the inclosure. 
He heard the report of a pistol, saw some­ 
thing fall and saw a lady near by. W itness 
said to the crowd, “ That's the lady that 
did it,” and the lady said, “ Yes, 1 did it,” 
and asked him if he would accompany her 
to her home, which he consented to do. 
W itness did not see the shot fired, his a t­ 
tention being first attracted by the report. 
On cross-examination the witness was 
asked what else the defendant said. He 
replied that on the way homeward the de­ 
fendant frequently made 
the 
rem ark : 
“ He wanted to "disgrace m e.” 
W itness 
asked the ladv who was the man whom 
she shot, and she told him it was Klein, 
the shoemaker, She said the deceased re­ 
fused to m arry her, and wanted to disgrace 
her and her" family, and let the public 
know what she was. 
She acted in a 
rational 
m anner, 
apparently. 
W itness 
here repeated portions of his testimony 
given at the tim e of the exam ination. 
On re-direct exam ination witness said 
that at defendant's home, and after the 
Chief of Police arrived, she rem arked to 
the latter: 
“ I told you I would d o it.” 
W itness did not see an'y weapon in the pos­ 
session of defendant. On the way home 
the defendant acted strangely. 
Charles A. Nea'e, leader of the First Ar­ 
tillery band, of which the deceased, Klein, 
was "a member, testified to the fact of de­ 
ceased having been engaged, with the other 
members ol the band on the evening of the 
shooting, in plaving at the concert in the 
plaza. 
Deceased left the concert about 
twenty m inutes before the close, to fill an 
engagement elsewhere. 
Next saw him 
lving on the floor in Goging’s drug stole. 
Have known the defendant two or three 
years, but have heard her m ake no state­ 
m ent concerning the affair Since the shoot­ 
ing. 
[No cross-examination.] 
R E. Gogings, a druggist, whose place of 
business is near the scene of the shooting, 
testified to the circumstances connected 
wi fii the removal of deceased to his store 
directlv after the occurrence. He heard the 
shot and saw the flash, but could not see 
who did the shooting. [No cross-examina­ 
tion.] 
The prosecution here asked for a recess 
of ten minutes, staling that probably their 
side of the case m ight be shortened if al­ 
lowed an opportunity for the attorneys to 
consult. The Court thereupon ordered a 
recess of ten minutes. 
On reassembling. Conrad C. Klein, the 
father oi deceased, was called to the witness 
stand. 
He teslified to being in the Plaza 
on the night of the concert, but did not see 
his son when he left the stand. 
He heard 
the pistol shot, and noticing that his son 
was gone from the stand, feared that he 
was shot. 
He hastened to the scene of the 
shooting, and found his son lying on the 
ground, dead. 
District Attorney Brnner, at this juncture, 
stated to the Court that the prosecution 
rested its case. 
Mr. Johnsun asked for an adjournm ent 
until after the noon hour before m aking 
his opening statement, which request the 
Court granted, aud an adjournm ent was 
taken until 1:30 p. M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Oil the reassembling of the Court, Mr. 
Johnson began his opening statement for 
the defense, and occupied about forty m in­ 
utes. H e expressed some surprise at the 
abrupt m anner in which the prosecution 
had closed its case. 
W hile not permitted 
at that tim e to criticise the testimony then 
introduced, still he would take it upon 
him self to say that he believed the defense 
might safely subm it the case on the weak 
testim ony ottered by the prosecution. 
He 
then proceeded to define the theory of the 
defense, first calling attention to the law 
defining the crime of m urder. The de­ 
fense would accept the issue laid down by 
the 
learned District Attorney—namely, 
that of deliberate, willful murder, sucb as 
i punishable by banging. 
Tl.e law wisely 
provides that before guilt of tliis kind can 
be established there must be intent estab­ 
lished—intent proceeding from a person of 
sound m ind 
and 
discretion governing 
that 
intent. 
In 
every 
crime 
there 
m ust 
be 
a 
union 
of 
intent 
and 
action. Upon this point hinged the key­ 
note of both the prosecution and thedefense 
in this case. Once the law was that the 
act. without the intent, was all that was 
necessary to be proven. Once the law was 
that even insanity was no defense against 
the commission of crim e ; but all this has 
been changed in later days, and the spirit 
and intent of the person accused have been 
made im portant factors in the determ ina­ 
tion of crime. 
No longer are insane per­ 
sons punished for crime, nor treated as 
wild anim als thai should be put to death 
because of their possibly dangerous infirm­ 
ity. Counsel then proceeded to analyze 
the different species of insanity, from mo­ 
nom ania to acute mania, arguing to the 
effect that some minds are more easily 
influenced by the m ilder phases of m ania 
than 
olhers. 
Each 
particular victim 
should be judged according to his or 
her peculiarities or susceptibilities, inde­ 
pendent of olhers. The law recognizes 
as a defense against punishm ent not only 
insanity itseif, but that condition of mental 
aberration embraced in the provision, " or 
aliected by insanity." 
One m ight commit 
an unlawful act while in a condirion of 
m ind that robbed him of that forethought 
which told him he was comm itting a crime, 
and yet should not be punished for that 
act. Counsel then drew comparisoRS be­ 
tween the m ental structures of man and 
woman, claiming that the latter—owing to 
her peculiar sensitive organization—is more 
susceptible than m an to m ental infirmities, 
particularly during the period of preg­ 
nancy. The defense would show that-the 
poor, broken-hearted girl here accused of 
m urder was, prior to her association with 
the deceased, a happy, virtuous girl, the 
delight and joy of her family. It would 
be shown by members of her family how 


happy she was in her hom e before her un 
fortunate 
relations with the deceased: 
how 
the 
promise 
of 
m arriage 
had 
I followed their courtship, even to the giv­ 
ing of the conventional 
wedding-ring. 
Evidence would also be introduced top'ove 
; the beartlessness of her betrayer, even his 
I bold threats to “ get even with h e r” for 
i w ishing to break off their engagement. 
! Counsel proceeded at length to depict the 
¡ changes that came over defendant after 
¡ realizing that she had been grossly betraved 
—how, from a happy, joyous girl, she Lad 
become a melancLoly, heart-broken creat­ 
ure. 
It would be shown how she had ap­ 
pealed to Judge H enry to use his influence 
with her betrayer to try and induce him to 
fulfill his promise and save her and her 
infant from disgrace. 
It would be shown 
how she went on bended knees to Klein 
and begged him to m arrv her, promising to 
release him from all further obligations 
to her and her offspring if he wouid do 
this one act of justice. 
It would be shown 
how 
this 
appeal 
was 
m et 
by her 
betrayer 
with 
the brutal 
declaration 
that he 
would 
“ kick her 
in 
the 
belly ” 
should 
she 
ever again have 
the audacity to accost him on the street. 
Counsel depicted the wild and maniacal 
appearance of the accused during these 
occurrences, all tending to show that her 
wrongs had unsettled her mind. Testimony 
would be introduced by medical experts to 
show that the poor girl was—ai the tim e 
the alleged crime was com m itted—wholly 
irresponsible for the result of her act; that 
her m ind had fallen from its throne, 
dragged down by the weight of the wrongs 
heaped upon her. 
The jury would be 
asked to acquit her, and perm it tlie poor, 
outraged creature to take up her burden of 
life anew—a sorrowful and heavy one at 
best—and to provide for her sinless aud 
fatherless babe. 
At times counsel’s rem arks were quite 
impassioned, and as he depicted the al­ 
leged wrongs inflicted upon his client 
scores of eyes were moistened witli tears, 
while frequent soli3 were heard coming 
from the groups of ladies present. 
The first witness called by the defense 
was the m other of the defendant, Mrs. 
Carolina Wiezel. 
She testified that her 
daughter was 21 years of ag e; she had al­ 
ways lived at home, and was always a 
cheerful g irl; was fond of society, and in­ 
dustrious ; was neat and tidy in iier appear­ 
ance, prior to the trouble with Klein ; she 
slept well, and was of contented m in d ; 
she came home one night in February last 
very fltuch excited and crying; witness asked 
her w hat was the m atter, and she replied, 
“ Jake Klein 
treated 
me sham efully 
witness then explained the cause of the 
bniises found upon her limbs ami the torn 
condition of her clothing ; she was not at 
all like her former self from that time 
fo rth ; she would rise in the night and 
walk the floor; she became of little use 
about the house; would rarely reply when 
spoken to, and acted in an absent-minded 
m anner : she could not be trusted to watch 
things cooking ; frequently she would say, 
“ Oh. mother, don’t speak to me—don’t ask 
me to do anything, I am so worried !” 
She 
became 
careless 
and 
indifferent 
about her dress, and seldom went out 
unless obliged t o ; she said that people 
would stop and look at her, pass remarks 
upon her, and laugh at her ; 
when she 
came hom e the day before the shooting 
witness noticed that she had little or no 
clothing on her person under her dress, 
and when spoken to about it, she declared 
that she hardly knew what she did ; some­ 
times she would come down stairs with her 
shoes on, but no stockings ; 
when rem on­ 
strated with she always asked not to be 
worried—to be let alone. 
Cross-examined 
by Mr. Jones—Have 
thirteen children: tlie accused bad been 
acquainted with Klein about a year; be­ 
fore her trouble with Klein she frequently 
went to dancing parties ; she had kept com­ 
pany with Klein for the last few m onths 
preceding her first trouble witli him . [W it­ 
ness agaifi described the condition of her 
daughter on the night in February after 
the alleged outrage committed upon her by 
Klein.] 
She did not question the girl 
about the affair; the latter, however, stated 
that 
Klein had forcibly outraged her 
in the yard of 
the Gram mar school; 
Louis 
Kuchler 
also 
told 
witness 
that he 
had 
detected Klein in the 
a c t; 
that 
night 
witness 
went 
to 
K lein's house ; she told young Klein that 
lie liad ruined her girl, and she wanted him 
to go home with her and m arry his victim; 
Klein said he had no money with which io 
procure a license, and could not support a 
wife if he were married ; witness said she 
offered to get a license and to give them a 
start in life if lie would m arry the girl ; 
could not remember (hat Klein gave a dif­ 
ferent version of tlie affair, or that be said 
he had been solicited by her daughter to 
go to the sch iol-yard. never knew nor 
heard of the girl having ever before been 
com prom ised; she did not go away and 
stay a week, on a prior occasion, w ithout 
witness’ know ledge; don't think she kept 
company with Klein after the occurrence 
in February ; never knew of her having a 
pistol, and never heard her threaten to kill 
Klein ; the first tim e her daughter went to 
see Judge H enry she had nothing on but 
her underclothing and a thin dress—no 
skirts whatever. 
On redirect examination witness related 
how Klein came to the house and told her 
that the girl had given him hack his ring, 
and that he would get even with her; this 
was in the sum m er prior to the outrage. 
John H . Miller, a R ecord-Uniox re­ 
porter. was next called. 
W itness said that 
in the discharge of his duties lie frequently 
had opportunities to observe the manners 
and peculiarities of persons charged with 
crimes. Saw the defendant on the night 
that Klein was shot ; she was iu the office 
of the Chief of Police, in the presence of a 
num ber of persons ; she was not excited, 
and did not seem to realize the position she 
was in ; she talked lightly and flippantly 
about trivial m atters ; her eyes had an u n ­ 
natural expression ; the impression made 
upon witness was that she Lad no realiza­ 
tion of the gravity and responsibility of her 
act. 
. 
On cross-examination witness identified 
a printed copy of the report prepare i by 
him on the night of the shooting, relating 
to the interview witli the accused in the 
office of the Chief of Police. As counsel 
for the prcsecu ion read portions of the 
article they vvete identified and corroborated 
by witness. On the following day witness 
also saw the accused, but remarked no par­ 
ticular change in her conduct. 
Re-direct—H er coolness and calmness 
was such, at the interview referred to, as to 
paralyze even the newspaper reporters. 
Miss M innie Wiezel, a sister of the de­ 
fendant, was the next witness. Site said 
she was 14 years old. 
In February of last 
year she roomed with and occupied the bed 
iff the defendant. W itness described the 
condition of her sister’s clothing on her re­ 
turn home on the night of the occurrence 
in the school-ground, and also the change 
iu her m anner and conduct subsequent to 
that time. In this respect the witness sub­ 
stantially corroborated the testimony givtn 
by her mother. 
H er sister was less cheer­ 
ful, would walk the floor at night, and was 
generally restless and unhappy. 
On cross-examination, witness said that 
her sister's birthday was in the latter part 
of February, and that the occurrence in the 
school-grounds was prior to lhat event. 
On the night of the defendant’s tronble 
with Klein, witness saw blood on one of 
her earrings after her return. W itness 
could not remember of her sister going to 
a m asquerade bali in March, shortly alter 
the affair with Klein. 
Albert Wiezel, brother of the defendant, 
was next called. 
He was questioned by 
Mr. Johnson relative to his sister’s eonduc' 
and m anners prior to February, 1886. and 
of the changes noted after that date, which 
witness answered in substantially the same 
language as given by bis m other and 
younger sister when on the stand. The oc­ 
currence in the school-yard witness knew 
occurred in February, because he had the 
same evening been down town to purchase 
valentines to be mailed on V alentines Day. 
The cross-examination elicited nothing 
m aterial from this witness, except that he 
entertained a hostile feeling for Klein after 
the 1 tter's alleged assault upon his sister. 
He did not see his sister on the night of 
the sLootiug until after her return to the 
house. 
At 5 o'clock the Conrt adjourned until 
10 o'clock this morning.

W eather R eport.—Continued Rair.fnll. 
Chico, January 20th.—The rain has come 
in this section most conveniently for the 
farmers—although not m uch, yet enough 
to m ake them feel good, and allow them to 
push their field work without loss of tim e. 
There has been no rain since Yesterday 
morning, but the fall on Tuesday was .68 
of an inch, m aking 4 58 inches for the sea­ 
son. it is blowing still from the south, and 
cloudy. The farmers report the early-sown 
grain as looking tine. 
Maeysvii.le, January 20th.—Rain has 
been falling at intervals for the last twenty- 
four hours, m aking .6!) of an inch for the 
storm, aud 4 25 inches for the season. All 
the farmers are busy plowing for winter 
sowing, which was delayed somewhat by 
the dry spell. 
Karly-sown grain is grow­ 
ing finely, and the prospects for a good 
crop the coming harvest compare well with 
any of the former seasons. 
Monterey, January 20th.—Rainfall for 
the last twenty-four hours, .08 of an inch ; 
for the storm ,'.70; total for the season, 2.40 
inches. The weather is very favorable for 
a heavv storm to-night. 
The outlook for 
crops and feed around this part of the 
country have never been better. 
Gilroy, January 20tii.—The rainfall for 
the storm, .94 of an inch ; 
for the season, 
3.37 inches. 
Feed for stock has been saved 
by the timely storm. The crops are only 
partially planted, and are sufficiently back­ 
ward to have escaped injury from frost. 
The rain is sufficient to enable farmers to 
plow. The fruit trees are looking well. 
The farmers anticipate a rem arkably good 
season, the ground being saturated from 
last year still. 
Martinez, January 20th.—The rainw ll 
for the last twenty-four hours was .03 of an 
inch; 
for the storm, .88; 
for the season, 
3 02 inches. 
It is threatening more rain. 
Crop prospects will not be good unless we 
bave more rain w ithin a m onth. 
Modesto, January 20th.—The rainfall in 
the last forty-eight hours Is .08 of an inch. 
To'al for season, 2 39. The crops already 
in are 
not specially suffering. 
Many 
farmers on the west side of the San Joaquin 
river have been unable to finish plowing. 
The harvest elsewhere in the county will 
be fair if rain comes w ithin ten or twenty 
days. 
F resno, January 20th.—The rainfall for 
the iast twenty-four hours is .40 of an inch. 
Total for the season, 2.21, being .17 more 
than in 1S84 at the sam e date, when 18.91 
inches fell. The farmers are hopeful. 
T owles, January 20th.—It has ito'm ed 
for two days, and is raining hard to-night, 
and good prospects for a long storm. 
Grass Valley, January 20th.—Three 
inches of rain have fallen since the present 
storm began on Monday. The farm ersand 
stockmen are all exultant at the bright 
prospects for good crops and pasture lor 
the future, as up to the present time, owing 
to the light rainfall, they were not very 
sanguine. T he storm still continues, ana, 
as it now looks, will continue. 
Up to the 
present date for this season 10 inches have 
fallen, while at the same date last year 31 
inches of rain had fallen. 
L akrtort, January 20th.—The heaviest 
rain of the season fell here Tuesday night. 
W ednesday m orning the gauge registered 
.98 of an inch, just exactly the same as was 
registered for the same lim e at the same 
date last year. 
Thirty-hundredths 
fell 
yesterday and last night, m aking a total 
for the season of G 05 inches, against 22 27 
inches for the same time last year. 
H ollister, January 20th.—Amoflnt oi 
rain for the storm, .00 of an inch ; for the 
season, 1 90 inches. The grain is growing 
nicely, but w ithout heavy late rains the 
crops cannot m ature. The outlook for a 
continuation of the storm is favorable. # 
Los A ngeles, January 20th.— Rainfall 
for the past twenty-four hours, .20 of an 
inch. Clear weather to-day. Total rain­ 
fall for the season, 2,23 inches. The pros­ 
pect for fruit are good, and our best ranch­ 
ers are sanguine of a crop of grain. 
Bakersfield, January 20th.—The rain­ 
fall here yesterday was about a third of 
an inch. 
For the season it has been about 
one and a half inches, but in the foothills 
and m ountains it has probably been twice 
that amount. 
The crop outlook is well, as 
the requisite moisture is supplied by irriga­ 
tion. The area in grain is small, but other 
crops will be larger than last year. 
More 
attention is being given to fruit, chiefly in 
in the way of peaches and raisin grapes. 
H ie R ailroad Commissioners at W atson­ 
ville. 
W atsonville, January 20th.—The Rail­ 
road Commissioners, w ith their Secretan- 
and stenographer, arrived here at 12:30. 
The railroad company was represented by 
E. J. Martin. Jr. 
They were m et at the 
train by a Reception Committee, and after 
lunch proceeded to the Town H all, that 
was already tilled to more than its capacity 
by interested persons. 
The meeting was called to order by Ed­ 
ward W hite, one of our largest farmers, 
brother of Senator W hite, who bade the 
Commissioners welcome and introduced 
them to the audience. 
After a statem ent of the object of the 
meeting, the Commission was addressed by 
Julius Lee, who presented the claims of the 
farmers, m erchants and fruit-growers in a 
concise .oaiiner. 
He was followed by Jas, 
W aters, Ira Tlnirber, C. i. Burks, Berry­ 
man E. W hite, G. M. Bockins, farmers, 
and A. Lewis, merchant, 
and 
others. 
Among the best points made was the state­ 
ment that the berries raised by C. T. 
Burcks, after being jolted crossing the 
tailroad track at Watsonville, had to be 
hauled nearly two miles before they could 
be shipped. 
Mr. W hite stated that in order to ship 
some wood to Santa Cruz he had to haul it 
:o I’sjaro, from whence the railroad com­ 
pany brought it back through W atsonville. 
Commissioner Abbott evinced a desire to 
get at the bottom facts, and led in question­ 
ing toe complainants. 
Mr. Rea asserted that the matter of depot 
locations was beyond tbejurisdiction of the 
Commission, but he was speedily knocked 
out with a copy of the State Cos stitution, 
in Article X IL. Section 22, defining the 
powers of the Commission. 
The farriiers ami merchants here are 
thoroughly aroused, and it is understood 
that should the complaints to this Commis­ 
sion meet the same fate as bave sim ilar 
ones to their predecessors and tlie railroad 
company, overiures in the shape of the 
right of way, ground for a depot, etc., will 
be extended to the South Pacific Coast Xar- 
row-Gauge ill return for the extension of 
their lines from Santa Cruz to this place. 
In answer to the question as to the 
am ount oi berries raised here last year.
